that court decisions do not change. In 
them, there will be great difficulties. 

As our experience with prohibition 
proves, law without the force of public 
opinion behind it is not easily enforced. 

We have the decision and we have 
been given time by the Supreme Court to 
make up our minds in which direction we 
will go. Let-us not do anything for which 
we will be sorry later. 

Time is the important element. It is 
reasonable to expect that the Supreme 
Court will give the time necessary for 
adjustments to a pattern of life, the dis- 
ruption of which otherwise might have 
quite violent consequences. 

Let us all think clearly and be calm.

The President Reaffirms 
An Executive Right 


President Eisenhower has reaffirmed a 
principle that almost every president has 
had to uphold throughout the nation’s his- 
tory—the right of the chief executive ‘to 


- withhold information gained in confidence 


and to consider conversations or commu- 
nications with advisers the same way. 

In an order to the Defense Depart- 
ment, the President gave his reasons as 
follows 


“Because it is essential to efficient and ef- 
fective administration that employes of the 
executive branch be in a position to he com- 
pletely candid in advising each other on offi- 
cial matters and because it is not In the public 
interest that any of their conversations or 
communications or any documents or repro- 
ductions, concurring such advice be disclosed, 
you will instruct employes of your department 
that in all of their appearances before the sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on Gov- 
ernment Operations regarding the inquiry now 
before it, they are not to testify to any such 
conversations or communications or to pro- 
duce any such documents or reproductions. 

“This principle must be maintained regard-

Mankind is a parasite on the vegetable 
kingdom. He gets his food second-hand 
as manufactured by plants from ingredi- 
ents of the soil and sunlight. His his- 
tory, then, is lar that of the 
gle to wrest food from the land. 

The struggie has not yet ended, de- 
spite the huge surpluses of various com- 
modities now ‘piling up in U.S. ware- 
houses. Looking at our birthrate, scien- 
tists see an actual food shortage in this 
country before the end of this century 
without vast increases in production 

In other words, the surpluses of today 
can .become the shortages of tomorrow 
unless we continue to.improve our tech- 
niques of production. 

Today in most of the world-there are 
food shortages—especially in Asia. The 
world's population increased by 25,000,- 
000 in 1953 and is continuing ‘to grow at 
the rate of 70,000 excess births over deaths 
every day. ‘The hunger problem grows 
worseé—a situation made to order for the 
Communists 

Distribution of U.S. surpluses in the 
hunger areas will not solve the basic 
problem of overpopulation, although it 
might ease the pressure of communism 
temporarily. The answer lies more in the 
field of marshaling the soil resources, or 
producing more food in the hunger areas 
themselves. This is a lengthy process that 
will not be done overnight 

The big job of the United Nations is 
to work toward improving farming meth- 
ods in the backward areas—a type of job 
that the United States undertook with its 
Point Four program.

The whole episode, which ran 
along for three days hecause of the 
rumpus the two senators stirred 
up, got only scrimpy publicity and 
most of that on the financial pages 
of newspapers, though it affects 
everybody as consumers, as well 
as farmers and shippers directly. 

Invoived was a hilt brought in 
by Sen. Bricker (R-O.), chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee. It would authorize the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
grant “quickie” rate increases 
within_60 days -en application by 
railroads, and interstate truck and 
bus lines, that would go into effect 
Hnmediately instead of awaiting 
_the customary investigation § rg- 
“quired by law. 

If, after the full inquiry, the ICC 
decided that the temporary rate 
already in effect was too high, 
then there would be a refund of 
the difference between it and the 
rate finally determined as fair and 
equitable. 

Sponsors of the measure presum- 
ably did not expect a great deal of 
fuss when Sen. Bricker... late one 
afternoon, brought it before the 
Senate and made his opening 
speech. He. argued that there is 


now too long delay hetween appli- 
cation for rate increases and final 
approval by the ICG when they 
can take effect. The railroads. he 
contended, have in the past 
irretrievably ver. large amounts of 
revenue’ hecause rate reases 
lagged so far behind increased Op 
erating expenses which prompted 
the application for a rate boost. 

When the Senate resumed con- 
sideration of the measure the next 
day, only a handful of senators 
was present, as is the rule these 
days, and the atmosphere seemed 
calm. But suddenly Sen. Bricker 
found a veritable revolution break- 
ing about his head. It was promot- 
ed by the two junior Democratic 
members of his cammittee Sens. 
Monroney (Okla.) and Smathers 
(Fla.). Thev opened a hattle that 
lasted two days’ slowly gathering 
allies. In the end fhe Senate sent 
the disputed bill back to commit- 
tee by a margin of two votes, 
39 to 37. 

They won their way 
thwarted’ the railroad lobby and 
the Ohio senator who is chairman 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee.

Management...or Labor? 


Thirty-five hundred workers of the Kohler Company in 
Kohler, Wis., have been on forced strike since April 5,1954. 
Forced by whom? Those workers didn’t want a strike. 
They tried to avoid one. They engaged in long negotiating 
sessions in an attempt to reach a settlement &% thout inter- 


Thirty-five hundred workers are striking only to win for themselves and their families 
the same wages, working conditions, security and health protection enjoyed by work- 
ers employed by other companies in the plumbing ware industry. 


The Kohler management has long lagged behind the plumbing Ware industry and the 
rest of American manufacturing industry génerally in its labor relations policy. The 
background of Kohler’s labor relations has been marked by violence against work- 
ers, suppression of the right to organize into a genuine, bona fide union, only grudging, 
reluctant recognition of that right when it was no longer possible to avoid it, and still 
a stubborn refusal to meet the standards of working conditions long since established 
in competing companies. 


Kohler workers first tried to organize in the early 1930's. They went on strike in 1934. 


rupting production. They asked the company to extend their 
contract. When the company refused, they worked five 
weeks without a contract while negotiations continued 
before they finally resorted to the only means they had 
left—the withholding of their economic power. 


WHY A STRIKE at KOHLER? 


The walkout was long and bitter. Two strikers were killed; forty-seven werg wounded. 
There were no casualties on management's side. The strike was broken, a company 
union formed. 


In the early 1950's, the workers started appeating to the UAW-CIO for help in organiz- 
ing. In 1952, they voted overwhelmingly for the UAW- ClO i in an NLRB election, and 
Local 833 of the UAW-CIO was established. 


Even then—after the election was won—it took seven months of marathon bare 
gaining to negotiate the first contract, The contract was not up to UAW-CIO standards 
nor to the plumbing ware industry standards, but it was accepted by the Kohler 
workers and by the UAW-CIO as a first step in establishing decent labor relations. 


That, briefly, is the history of Kohler labor relations up until last December. Then— 
Kohler served notice on the union that it wished to terminate the contract! 


Wages...  —S=s 


The Union Proposes: 


A 20¢ an hour increase for all, plus 10¢ additional for skilled workers. This © 


is the amount necessary to eliminate the differential between Kohler wages 
and those paid by its competitors. 


The Company Answers: 


Three cents an hour—and that only on condition that Kohler workers accept 
a contract greatly inferior to the old contract. 


‘Pensions... 
The Union Proposes: 


A completely company-financed, lifetime, jointly-administered pension pro- 
gram providing a maximum monthly pension of $137.50 (including social 
security) for those with maximum service. This is the kind of pension pro- 
vided to more than a million workers covered by UAW-CIO contracts. 


The Company Answers: 


No improvements in the present completely inadequate pension program 
which pays as low as $6.65 per month (exclusive of social security) and to 
the cost of which workers have to contribute. 


«Family Security... 


The ‘Union Proposes: 


Full coverage hospital and surgical insuranée to take the price tag off medical 
care and to plug loopholes in the-present ptan, 


The Company Answers: 


Continue the present plan which has so many loopholes that many families: —
